Attention of farmers and 
threshermen, especially those 
operating sterm engtiaes, is 
now being called to the provis- 
sions of the Prairie Fires Act 
which affect them, by Benj

for the Province of Albert», 
Mr, Lawton points out that in 


order to prevent the risk of 
serious conflayrations no en- 
gine shall be placed within 


thirty feet of any building or 
stack and that a metal pan o 
adequate size filled with water 
shall be placed uuder the eng- 
ine as a receptacle for cinders 
and ashes. 

All cinders and ashes shall be 
thoroughly extinguished before 
the engine is moved from any 
place where it has been in op- 
eration avd a barrell of water 
and two buckets shail be placed 
conveniently to any stack ot 
combustible material near the 
engine. A spark arrester in 
gocd repair shall be used and 
snall not be opened while the 
engine is in operation, 

It is hoped that closer observ- 
anee of these regulations will 
reduce the fire loss which oc- 
curs annually from this source,

Tenth Fortnightly Crop Report 
Issued by Dept. of Agriculture, 
Edmonton, Sept. 26, 1927 


The delay in harvesting and 
threshing operations occasioned 
by the fall of rain and snow on 
Friday and Saturday will be 
very sligbt and with a eontinu- 
ance of the present favorable 
weather, work will be resumed 
within a few days, according to 
reporta reaching the Depart. 
ment of Agriculture. The snow 
fall was heavier over the north. 
ern half of the province, but 


sun and wind are rapidly dry. 
ing stooks and little damage to 
crops in the field 1s anticipated, 

Cutting ot wheat had been 
practically completed over the 
province by the middle of the 
past week, and rapid proyress 
was being made in harvesting 
coarse grain, Lodging has oc- 
curred in, some fields as u re- 
sult of the snowfall, and this 
will delay the completion of 
cutting in some cases. A good 
start bas been made with 
threshing in a number of dis. 
tricts aud some exceptionally 
good yields have been reported. 
Most of the wheat threshed so 
far is grading No 2 and No, 3 
Northern, but the percentage 
of tough gram being marketed 
is sufficient to justify a warn- 
ing to farmers not to beunduly 
anxious to thresh before stouks 
have dried thoroughly. 

In the south-eastern part of 
the province the weather hus 
been dull, but rain did not stop 
threshing and yood progress 1s 
being made. In central and 
northern sections work was 
completely tied up but present 
indications point to a resump 


tion of threshing operations 
about Wednesday: In the 
Grande Prairie, Peace River
